More Rate Fixing Testimony. } 

Many prominent railroad men haye 
given their views on government rate | 
fixing to the senate interstate com- 
merce committee. Chief among them 
was James J. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern, 
who said there was 
but one true basis 
for determining the 
reasonableness of a 
rate—namely ‘the 
yalue of the service, 
which is. determin- 
ed by the tensity of 
traflic.” What the 
country produces 
and what are its 
natural resources 
also have to be taken into considera- 
tion. He argues that the men in the 
factory and the men on the farm must 
sell their work for a profit or else 
production ceases. To the proposition 
of any discrimination Mr. Hill declares 
unreservedly “that can never be.” He 
gives figures to show that rates in this 
country are lower than in any other | 
country, the average being $2.85 in 
England, $2.02 in France, $188 tn | 
Australia, $1.76 in Germany, $1.70 in 
Russia and only 78 cents in the United 
States. , : ‘ 

George R. Peck, general counsel for | 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
took a similar stand and said the rail- 
roads would welcome any legislation 
which would in any degree make the 
payment of rebates more difficult and 
increase the certainty of punishment.

New York Gas Bill Lost. 

The special bill recommended by the 
Stevens investigation committee fix- 
ing the price of gas for the private con- 
sumers in New York city at 75 cents 
passed the assembly on May 3, but was 
defeated in the senate by the tie vote 
of 24 to 24, after being amended so as 
to make the price 80 cents. 

Six other bills recommended by the 
committee were passed, however, in- 
cluding the one establishing a state 
commission of gas and electricity and 
also for fixing the price of gas and | 
electricity furnished to the municipal- 
ity. The commission {s to be composed 
of three members appointed by the 
governor at a salary of $8,000 each. It 
will have authority to fix the standard 
and purity of gas, supervise meters 
and in every way protect the public 
from fraud. 

Mortgage Tax Bill Passed. 

In amended form the mortgage tax 
bill passed the New York assembly 
May 4, with building and loan associa- 
tions exempt. 

Philadelphia’s ‘Narrow Escape. 

The proposal of the Philadelphia Re- 
publican machine to force through the 
city councils the grant of a seventy-five 
year lease of the city’s gas works to 
the United Gas Improvement compa- 
ny for the sum of $25,000,000 encoun- 
tered such a tremendous wave of pop- 
ular indignation, culminating in a great 
mass meeting at the Academy of Music 
May 3, addressed by the foremost men 
of the city, that the programme was 
abandoned, at least for the present. 
The North American's offer to sub- 
scribe $5,000,000 toward a $25,000,000 
fund for the city’s needs in order that 
the present lease might not be disturb- , 
ed caused the councils committee to de- 
fer action. Later Mayor Weaver in a 
message to the councils strongly urged 
against the proposed lease, and the

reported, but no one seems to have 
been caught in the act. Words fail to 
express the feelings about this kind of 
thief. There is nothing to ex- 
cuse him, and no kind of passion for 
flowers can justify the injury and suf- 
fering brought by the act to those 
whose grief is so often wrapped «up in 
the flowers left at the grave. 

We acknowledge that there is noth- 
ing which we can do to stop this’ evil, 
unless to call attentfon to it will serve 
to arouse those Who may correct it, to 
take some action. School teachers may 
very wisely enlarge: their lessons in 
nature study by frequent admonitions 
to the school children to respect some 
of the rights of the property owners, 
and to show éven greater regard for 
the Creator's purpose by leaving some 
of the’ flowers where Ile has planted 
them.

SCIENTIFIC | 


New Satellite For Saturn. 


Professor W. HL. Pickering of the 
Harvard observatory has announced 
the discovery of a new satellite of 


Saturn, making ten in all, The ex- 
istence of this tenth satellite was de- 
tected on the photographic plate taken 
at Arequipa, Peru. Tor several years 
the existence of another satellite had 
been suspected, but no absolute ‘proof 
of it could be obtained, as the body is 
beyond the range of telescopic vision 
and could only be observed on the 
sensitive plates of the camera, Its 
period of revolution is twenty-one 
days. Its diameter is estimated to be 
200 miles. 

A study of the various photographic 
plates taken in Peru has resulted in 
the finding of 900 new variable stars 
in the region of the Magellanic cloud. 


X Rays Help Professor Harper. 
After an examination by Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Morton of New York of the 
fnternal cancerous growth with which 
President Harper of Chicago univer- 
sity was afflicted it was announced that 
the patient was much better and that 
the three weeks of “liquid sunshine” 
had decreased the cancerous growth 
60 per cent. At the same time Dr. | 
Harper has inereased in weight from 
170 to 182, and his general health has | 
improved, He is able to put in eight 
working hours each day without diffi- 
culty.

When the House took up the inotion 
te reconsider the® vote by which the 
railroad and street railway merger 
bill Was passed to be engrossed, Repre- 
sentative Luce of Somerville spoke in 
favor of reconsideration. He said th» 
organjzed: business interests of the 
state were in favor of having the mat- 
ter put over for another year, so that 
it may be more thoroughly discussed 
by the people at large.

FOREST FIRE. 


One of thé” most damaging forest 


c'clock: this morning that the fire was 
under control. The blaze, fanned by a 
high wind, devastated nearly 150 acres 
of woodland, destroying the trees and 
aod that had been prepared for mar- 
et.

“The Sunday school must compete 
with skating in winter, and with beau- 
tiful weather in summer, with Satur- 
day night amusements which keep the 
young men out late, and in some dis- 
tricts avith the open saloon and amuse- 
ment houses. The main reason why 

‘the young man stays away is because 
he does not want to be there. He has 
great strength and vigor and wants 
something that is vigorous. He does 
not want to be called a child, nor told 
that he is an angel. The school must 
be made congenial and attractive, and 
not qa spiritual ice box. The young 
man wants nothing of the childish at- 
mosphere.”
